The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil at its regular Oct. 26 meeting 
discussed the possibility of a sig- 
nificant water and sewer rate in- 
crease. 

City Clerk Sally Barker said 
that auditor Jim Bryant, of Wells 
& Co., who gave a brief report 
on the city’s 2008-2009 audit at 
the Aug. 24 meeting, recom- 
mended that the city increase 
water and sewer rates by 10 per- 
cent to offset rising operating 
costs. 

Bryant previously informed 
council members that the cost of 
water and sewer chemicals has 
increased by $75,000 in the past 
year. Other increases include 
$25,000 in departmental payroll 
and $18,000 in miscellaneous 
expenses. 

“Overall, the city is in good 
financial condition,” Bryant said 
in August. “However, the water 
and sewer rates cannot stay the 
same as costs increase.”

In departmental reports, 
Barker announced that the city 
has received a $127,000 grant for 
E-911 upgrades, including Next 
Generation 911. 

Councilwoman Belinda Jor- 
dan approached the council with 
a request to examine the possi- 
bility of an automated call sys- 
tem to inform citizens of boil 
water advisories and other urgent 
information items.

Administration officials said 
that the emergency declaration 
will lift bureaucratic require- 
ments for treating patients and 
moving equipment to where it is 
most needed. 

Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) officials 
noted that 11.3 million of 16.1 
million doses of H1N1 vaccine 
have been distributed throughout 
the United States, a shortage the 
agency attributes to manufactur- 
ing delays. 

Local physician Dr. James 
Frederick said that he has not 
been able to secure the H1N1 
vaccine at his clinic. 

“I don’t know when we will 
be getting the vaccine,” Dr. 
Frederick said. “My office man- 
ager ordered the drug approxi- 
mately six weeks ago. Local 
people are very interested in tak- 
ing this vaccine, so hopefully it 
will come soon.” 

Faith Family Practice has also 
ordered but not received the vac- 
cine, while Youthful Essence 
Medical Center will not be re- 
ceiving the drug. 

Morgan County ARH and the 
Morgan County Health Depart- 
ment have received shipments of 
the vaccine for hospital and other 
health care employees, as well as 
first responders, such as EMS 
personnel and firefighters. 

ARH officials have estab- 
lished the following vaccination 
priority ranking: 

• Health care workers. 

• Pregnant women. 

• Persons over six months to 
24 years of age. 

• Household contacts and 
caregivers of children under six 
months old. 

• Children ages 5-18 with a 
chronic medical condition. 

• Healthy persons ages 25-64. 

H1N1 symptoms include blu- 
ish skin color, rapid or labored 
breathing, severe diarrhea and/or 
symptoms that appear to have 
subsided and then return. 

Dr. Frederick said that he has 
examined several patients exhib- 
iting H1N1 symptoms, but said 
less than two percent of those 
have had to be hospitalized. 

“I would advise anyone who 
has H1N1 symptoms to seek 
medical attention,” Dr. Frederick

More than 8,000 new clean energy jobs 
possible in Ky., according to new report 

Investments in energy efficiency and renewable energy 
show higher job potential than in new coal facilities 



A projected 8,750 new jobs in 
the energy efficiency and renew- 
able energy sectors, spread out 
over 87 Kentucky counties, could 
be created in the next three years 
according to a new report by the 
Ochs Center for Metropolitan 
Studies. The report finds that the 
job creation would be possible 
through investments by the East 
Kentucky Power Cooperative 
(EKPC) in such clean energy 
measures, rather than in its pro- 
posed Smith coal fired power 
plant. 



“Economic modeling data 
show enormous potential for job 
creation in the areas of home 
weatherization, hydroelectric 
dams, solar hot water, heating, 
cooling and much more,” said 
David Eichenthal, President of 
the Ochs Center, a Chattanooga- 
based data analysis and policy 
research organization. “EKPC 
would be doing Kentuckians a 
great service by enabling such job 
growth while providing their 
members with clean, reliable 
electricity.” 



For the Licking Valley and Big 
Sandy RECCs and Clark Energy, 
which serve customers in Morgan 
and surrounding counties, the 
study estimates that job creation

Several Kentucky environ- 
mental and economic justice or- 
ganizations and an increasing 
number of co-op utility members 
are encouraging EKPC to aban- 
don its plans for the $766 million 
Smith plant and instead increase 
investments in energy efficiency 
programs and renewable energy 
such as from wind, solar and hy- 
dro sources. A study released in 
May by Synapse Energy 
Economy Inc. showed that diver- 
sification of EKPC’s energy 
sources would help protect co-op 
utility customers from higher 
costs of coal and coal burning fa- 
cilities. 

“We already know that energy 
efficiency and clean renewable 
energy are good for our health, 
good for the environment and 
make good economic sense,” said 
Elizabeth Crowe with the Ken- 
tucky Environmental Founda- 
tion. “When you add in data on 
new clean energy jobs and eco- 
nomic growth throughout the re- 
gion and compare it all to the risks 
of a new coal burning power 
plant, the choice is clear: EKPC 
should abandon its plans for the

Smith plant and instead invest in 
clean energy.” 

Key findings in the Ochs Cen- 
ter report include: 

• There is potential of 8,750 
new jobs from clean energy and 
efficiency programs throughout 
the EKPC service area over a 
three year period; 

• Investments in efficiency 
and renewable energy would have 
a total economic impact of more 
than $1.7 billion on the region’s 
economy; and 

• Clean energy jobs could be 
realized much more quickly than 
jobs from the Smith plant, since 
plant construction may be years 
away. 

Besides creating a greater 
number of sorely-needed jobs, the 
energy efficiency and renewable 
energy portfolio in the Ochs Cen- 
ter report has a projected cost of 
$62.10 per megawatt hour, com- 
pared to most recent cost estimate 
for the Smith plant of $74.73 per 
megawatt hour. 

“Kentucky is fertile ground for 
new jobs in the area of renewable 
energy,” said Andy McDonald of 
the Kentucky Solar 
Partnership. “There are a lot of 
people already trained in solar hot 
water installation, and many more 
people all over the state who are 
interested in being trained and put 
to work. These are safe, solid, 
community-based jobs that can’t 
be shipped overseas, and that help 
people save money by conserv- 
ing electricity.” 

McDonald said that renewable 
energy and energy efficiency 
projects are not just concentrated 
in one place as with power 
plants. “EKPC could be a catalyst 
for creating green jobs all over the 
state, benefiting their members 
and the communities in which 
they serve,” he said. 

“I have serious concerns about 
the proposed Smith 1 Power Plant 
and believe there’s an alternative 
that will be better for the environ- 
ment, less costly to co-op mem- 
bers, and far more beneficial eco- 
nomically,” said Rachel Harrod, 
a long-time resident of Owen 
County and a member of the 
Owen Electric Co-op. “I can’t tell 
you how significant this would be 
to an area that has lost much of 
its agricultural base in recent 
years. The jobs generated by a 
clean energy portfolio would be 
a welcome boost to our local 
economy,” she said. 

Harrod continued, “If EKPC 
indeed wishes to do what’s best 
for the region it serves, it will 
abandon plans for the new Smith 
Power Plant and proceed with the 
sustainable, clean energy ap- 
proach.” 



The Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC), which re- 
cently marked 75 years of service 
to the Commonwealth, has re- 
ceived a grant to begin record- 
ing an oral history of the agency. 

The technical assistance grant 
from the Kentucky Oral History 
Commission will provide equip- 
ment for recording interviews 
and will train PSC employees to 
collect oral histories from former 
commissioners and employees, 
and from long- serving current 
PSC staff members. 

“Over its 75 years, the PSC 
has left a lengthy paper trail,” 
PSC Chairman David Armstrong 
said. “This grant will enable us 
to record and preserve some of 
the fascinating stories behind all 
those documents.” 

The oral history project was 
initiated in connection with the 
PSC’s 75th anniversary this year. 
The anniversary celebration on 
Wednesday, Oct. 14, included a 
reunion of former commission- 
ers. All have been asked to par- 
ticipate in the project. 



“So much of what happens in 
any organization is retained only 
in the memories of those who 
were present at the event,” PSC 
Vice Chairman Jim Gardner said. 
“This project will keep some of 
those memories from being lost.” 

Recordings collected during 
the project will be kept at the 
PSC and at the Thomas D. Clark 
Center for Kentucky History in 
Frankfort, where they will be 
available to historians and other 
researchers. 

“In just a few months at the 
PSC, I already have heard many 
stories that are far too interest- 
ing to be lost in time,” Commis- 
sioner Charlie Borders said. “I 
hope this project captures them 
for others to enjoy.” 

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for administra- 
tive purposes to the Energy and 
Environment Cabinet. It regu- 
lates more than 1,500 gas, wa- 
ter, sewer, electric an telecom- 
munication utilities operating in 
Kentucky and has approximately 
100 employees.

WASHINGTON, DC.— U.S. 
Congressman. Harold “Hal” 
Rogers (KY-05) announced that 
Operation UNITE’s Substance 
Abuse Treatment Voucher Pro- 
gram has received a $714,000 
grant from the Department of 
Health and Human Service’s 
(HHS) Center for Substance 
Abuse Prevention to assist indi- 
viduals seeking treatment for sub- 
stance abuse. 

“Treatment is one of the most 
effective ways to treat those 
bound by the chains of addic- 
tion,” said Rogers. “Operation 
UNITE should be commended 
for their three-pronged strategy 
— investigation, education and 
treatment — to fight the scourge 
of drugs in our region. It is re- 
freshing to see our communities 
come together to help those who 
are seeking assistance. We can 
draw our strength from one an- 
other to keep drugs off our streets 
and protect our families from the 
perils of addiction.” 

Operation UNITE’s Substance 
Abuse Treatment Voucher Pro- 
gram assists individuals and fami- 
lies living in Kentucky’s Fifth 
Congressional District that suffer 
from substance abuse issues. 
UNITE will provide a one-time 
limited payment for substance 
abuse treatment at residential fa- 
cilities. As of April 30, 2009, 
Operation UNITE’s Treatment 
Voucher Program has had 3,634 
applications taken since incep- 
tion. Over 1,440 participants 
have entered a residential treat- 
ment program and 919 of those 
participants have completed a 
residential substance abuse treat- 
ment program. UNITE intends 
on assisting at least 120 voucher 
recipients enter a residential sub- 
stance abuse treatment program 
through this funding.

Oct. 22 — In another policy 
shift resulting from this year’s 
change in the presidency, “The 
Air Force has quietly dropped 
plans to facilitate construction of 
coal-to-liquids fuel plants under 
an effort to use domestically pro- 
duced alternative jet fuels,” Ben 
Geman reports for Energy and 
Environment News. 

The Air Force had been trying 
to develop a coal-to-liquid indus- 
try as a secure, domestic source, 
and promoters of the industry see 
military supply contracts “as a 
way to ensure a market for expen- 
sive commercial-scale CTL 
plants, which have not been built 
in the United States, although 
several companies have planned 
facilities,” German reports. The 
Air Force uses 10 percent of the 
country’s jet fuel and is still look- 
ing for alternative fuels, a spokes- 
man said. 

CTL plants have long been 
feasible, and are common in 
South Africa, but emit high lev- 
els of greenhouse gases, and car- 
bon capture and sequestration 
technologies “have yet to be com- 
mercially deployed,” German 
notes.

2.9 million base acres enrolled 
in DCP and ACRE in Kentucky 



LEXINGTON, Ky.,.26, — 
On October 20, Agriculture Sec- 
retary Tom Vilsack announced 
that approximately 255 million 
base acres on about 1.7 million 
farms were enrolled in the Direct 
and Counter-cyclical Program 
(DCP) and in the Average Crop 
Revenue Election (ACRE) pro- 
gram. USD A will issue nearly $4 
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billion in 2009 final direct pay- 
ments to eligible producers on 
approved contracts. Producers 
have already received advance 
payments of approximately $900 
million. 

Kentucky enrolled 466,418 
ACRE Base Acres on 1,715 
farms and 2,507,339 DCP Base 
Acres on 40,312 farms. 

Producers who signed up their 
farm under DCP are eligible for 
direct payments, counter-cyclical 
payments and marketing assis- 
tance commodity loans. 

The optional ACRE program, 
added under the 2008 Farm Bill, 
is an alternative revenue-based 
safety net to the price-based 
safety net provided by counter- 
cyclical payments for crop years 
2009 through 2012. Producers 
participating in the ACRE pro- 
gram are also eligible for direct 
payments and marketing assis- 
tance loans, but direct payments 
are reduced by 20 percent and the 
loan rate is reduced by 30 per- 
cent with respect to covered 
commodities and peanuts on a 
farm. 

This was the first year of the 
ACRE program and approxi- 
mately eight percent of the total 
number of farms enrolled in the 
2009 DCP and ACRE programs 
elected to participate in ACRE, 
representing nearly 13 percent of 
the base acres. Of the 22 differ- 
ent crops eligible for enrollment, 
corn had the highest number of 
base acres enrolled, followed by 
wheat and soybeans, and produc- 
ers mainly planted these three 
crops. Producers are encouraged 
to speak to representatives at 
their local land grant university 
or USDA Farm Service Agency 
county office to get more infor- 
mation on the benefits of elect- 
ing ACRE for the remainder of 
the 2008 Farm Bill.

First single-incision 
bariatric surgery 
performed at KDMC 



General and bariatric surgeon 
Timothy Wheeler, M.D., per- 
formed the region’s first single- 
incision bariatric surgery Sept. 1 . 
Wheeler used an innovative 
method for performing surgery 
through one incision in a patient’s 
belly button. 

The surgery resulted in the 
placement of a laparoscopic band 
to constrict the size of the 
patient’s stomach. Wheeler has 
since performed the procedure 
several more times for patients 
who are good candidates for the 
single-incision procedure. 

“This is the next evolution in 
minimally invasive surgery,” 
Wheeler said. “Until the single- 
incision procedure, we operated 
through four tiny incisions. Now 
we can do it with one.” Wheeler 



emphasized not every patient is a 
candidate for single-incision sur- 
gery, and choosing a procedure is 
a decision a patient and surgeon 
can make together. 

The single-incision procedure 
is used for a variety of surgeries. 
General and bariatric surgeon 
Eric Smith, D.O., performed the 
region’s first single-incision 
laparoscopic cholecystectomy 
(removal of the gall bladder) this 
past spring at KDMC. 

The Surgical Weight Loss pro- 
gram at King’s Daughters Medi- 
cal Center has three surgeons: 
Wheeler, Smith and Roderick 
Tompkins, M.D. The program 
includes a variety of nursing ex- 
perts, dietitians and behavioral 
health counselors. 

KDMC has been performing 
minimally invasive surgeries for 
weight loss since 2003. Since 
then, KDMC has performed more 
than 2,000 procedures. Nearly all 
bariatric surgeries at King’s 



Daughters fall into two catego- 
ries. The first, laparoscopic band- 
ing, has the surgeon placing an 
adjustable band placed around the 
stomach. This adjustable band 
decreases the amount of food the 
stomach holds, making a patient 
feel fuller, faster. Though it is in- 
tended to be a long-term treat- 
ment, the device can be removed. 
Following removal, the stomach 
and other organs typically return 
to their original state. 

The second procedure, known 
as gastric bypass, consists of the 
surgeon making a small stomach 
“pouch” and attaching a Y-shaped 
section of the small intestine di- 
rectly to the pouch. The pouch 
holds less food, making the pa- 
tient feel fuller, sooner. With the 
new attachment of the small in- 
testine, where calories and nutri- 
ents are absorbed into the body, 
fewer calories stay in the patient’s 
body. Gastric bypass procedures 
require patients to start supple- 
menting their diets with daily 
supplements.

FRANKFORT — Thousands 
of Kentuckians are expected to 
file paper work with the Secre- 
tary of State and their local 
county clerks to seek political 
office during the 2010 election 
cycle. Potential candidates seek- 
ing an office on the 2010 ballot 
may begin filing with the Office 
of the Secretary of State and their 
county clerks on November 4, 
2009. Candidates will either ap- 
pear on the May 18, 2010 pri- 
mary or November 2, 2010 gen- 
eral election ballots. 

“This election cycle should be 
exciting in Kentucky with so 
many important races on the bal- 
lot,” stated Secretary of State 
Trey Grayson. “Hopefully, many 
citizens will give serious consid- 
eration to becoming candidates 
for one of the many races on the 
ballot in 2010.” 

Republican and Democratic 
candidates have until January 26, 
2010 to file for 
office. Independent or political 
group candidates, excluding fed- 
eral offices, must file a statement 
of intent by April 1 , 2010. All in- 
dependent or political group can- 
didates have until August 10, 
2010 to file their petitions. Each 
of the filing dates includes a 4:00 
p.m. filing deadline. 

Candidates for offices that file 
with the Office of the Secretary 
of State may begin to file their 
papers as early as 8:00 a.m. EST. 
Candidates for offices that file 
with the local county clerk should 
call their clerk’s office for more 
information about filing times.

Although the publication fo- 
cuses primarily on candidate fil- 
ing procedures, sample forms for 
attaining ballot access, and quali- 
fications for each elective office, 
it also includes other important 
and pertinent election informa- 
tion that may affect candidates. 
The manual contains an election 
schedule, sample filing forms of 
various types, contact informa- 
tion for state election agencies, 
and answers to candidates’ most 
frequently asked questions. 

There will also be additional 
races this year to fill unexpired 
terms. Currently, the following 
offices that file with the Secre- 
tary of State will appear on the 
ballot in order to fill unexpired 
terms, including the following in 
the 37th Judicial District:

FRNKFORT — Dan Kelly, 
the former Republican Majority 
Leader in the state Senate, is still 
a state Senator - for now. But his 
party has a new majority leader 
- Manchester attorney and Re- 
publican Sen. Robert Stivers. 
Stivers was chosen by a vote of 
the Republican caucus in a 
closed-door meeting Oct. 18, 
winning over his only opponent, 
Sen. Damon Thayer, R- 
Georgetown. 

Stivers, whose 25th Senato- 
rial District includes Morgan and 
Wolfe counties, will immediately 
assume the post of Majority 
Leader, the person who controls 
the flow of legislation on the 
floor. He presently is chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee but 
it’s not known if he will retain 
that post. 

Kelly two weeks ago resigned 
as Majority Leader after submit- 
ting his name for a vacant judge- 
ship in the 1 1th Circuit. A nomi- 
nating commission cose three 
nominees and Gov. Steve 
Beshear later appoint Kelly to the 
post, creating another Senate va- 
cancy in a previously Republi- 
can seat, and another opportunity 
through special election for 
Democrats to narrow the Repub- 
lican majority. 

Kelly served as Majority 
Leader for nearly 15 years dur- 
ing which Republicans have not 
agreed on how to assist the 
troubled horse industry. 

Beshear wants to allow ex- 
panded gambling through elec- 
tronic slots at the tracks. Senate 
President David Williams, R- 
Burkesville, has led the Repub- 
lican resistance to the idea. But 
if Beshear appoints Kelly to the 
judgeship and Democrats win a 
special election for his seat, Re- 
publicans will enjoy only a 19- 
18 edge with one independent. 
Williams has been harshly criti- 
cal of Beshear ’s actions in offer- 
ing Senate Republicans jobs to 
create those opportunities. 

Stivers sidestepped questions 
about but appeared cool about 
Beshear ’s strategy.

said. “I must note, however, that 
the flu tests are not very effec- 
tive and have been yielding many 
false negatives.

What To Do If Social 
Security Pays You 
Too Much 

What should you do if Social 
Security pays you too much? 
That may seem like a strange 
idea at first, as most people 
worry about not having enough 
money. If you receive monthly 
Social Security or Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) benefits, 
an overpayment can occur for 
many reasons, including work or 
another benefit that requires a 
reduction in your Social Security 
or SSI payment. 

If Social Security does pay 
you too much, you will receive 
an overpayment notice in the 
mail. If you have a representa- 
tive payee who helps you man- 
age your money, a copy of the 
letter will go to your payee. The 
notice will explain why you were 
overpaid, your repayment op- 
tions and your appeal and waiver 
rights. You should read the no- 
tice carefully. 

If you agree with the overpay- 
ment decision, you have options 
for repaying it. We can withhold 
your overpayment from your 
monthly benefit payments or 
withhold a portion of your pay- 
ment until the money is paid 
back. If you no longer receive 
benefits, you can send a check 
to Social Security for the entire 
amount or set up a plan to pay 
back the amount in monthly in- 
stallments. 

If you are not receiving ben- 
efits, and you do not pay the 
amount back, we can recover the 
overpayment from your federal 
income tax refund, from your 
wages if you are working or from 
future SSI or Social Security 
benefits. If you do not make an 
effort to repay the amount due, 
we may report the delinquency 
to credit bureaus. 

If you believe that the over- 
payment decision is wrong and 
you should not have to repay it, 
you have the right to appeal the 
decision or request a waiver of 



recovery. If you believe you were 
not overpaid or the amount of the 
overpayment is wrong, you can 
file an appeal within 60 days of 
receiving the overpayment notice. 
If you agree that the overpayment 
is correct but you believe it was 
not your fault and paying it back 
would cause you financial hard- 
ship or be unfair for some other 
reason, then you can request a 
waiver of the recovery. Whether 
you submit an appeal or waiver 
request, all recovery would be 
suspended until a formal decision 
is sent to you. 

It is also important to know 
that Social Security will not take 
action to begin collecting on an 
overpayment without first notify- 
ing you and giving you the chance 
to appeal the decision. It is also 
good to know that no matter how 
long it takes to pay back an over- 
payment, Social Security never 
charges interest on the money 
owed.

Cougars put up fight, but fall to 
Bath County, 41 - 30 

Harvey gains 97 yards, 2 TD’s, goes over 1,000 
yards for the season

The good news is that Mor- 
gan County football is once again 
competitive. The bad news is that 
the losses continue to mount up. 

Last Friday night, the Cougars 
dropped their seventh game of 
the season — and sixth in a row — 
with a 41 - 30 loss to Bath 
County. It marked the second 
straight win for the Wildcats af- 
ter losing seven in a row to open 
the season. 

The Cougars trailed early, 
made a game of it late, but could 
never catch up. Bath County’s 
opening drive lasted nearly the 
entire first quarter, but resulted 
in a fumble that was recovered 
by Joe Holbrook at the Cougar 
20-yard line. Morgan couldn’t 
move the football and was forced 
to punt back to the Cats. Bath 
County cashed in with a 15 -yard 
scoring run by Brad Stump for 
the early 7-0 lead. 

But to their credit, the Cou- 
gars answered. Mitchell Harvey 
and Larrin Collins both posted 
runs of 17 yards, with Harvey fin- 
ishing the drive with a 13 -yard 
touchdown carry and subsequent 
two-point conversion. Midway 
through the second period, Mor- 
gan led 8-7. 

However, the visitors an- 
swered in a big way, reeling off 
13 unanswered points to close the 
first half to grab a 20-8 lead. 

Brian Turner’s team re-ap- 
plied the pressure early in the 
third quarter. A first down carry 
by Harvey and touchdown run 
from Holbrook highlighted the 
Cougars’ opening drive of the 
half. Holbrook’s successful two- 
point conversion cut the deficit 
to four. 

But any momentum quickly 
shifted back to Bath with a 65- 
yard scoring run on the team’s 
first offensive play of the half. 
Following the extra point, the 
Cats led 27-16. 

After a Cougar fumble on the 
Bath 38-yard line, Josh Terry 
broke free for a touchdown for a 
34-16 advantage with under a 
minute remaining in the third 
quarter. 

Morgan answered in a big 
way when Harvey took the en- 
suing kickoff 99 yards the other 
way for a touchdown. The Cou- 
gars trailed 334-22 heading to the 
final quarter. 

Morgan showed no letup by 
forcing Bath to turn the ball over 
on downs. The home team then 
capitalized with a 37-yard carry 
from Adam Cooper and a 
Holbrook scoring run of 17 



yards — his second of the game. 
With 6:32 remaining in regula- 
tion, Morgan had pulled with 
four, 34 - 30. 

But the Cats soon broke the 
hearts of the Cougar faithful. 
Facing fourth down and six yards 
to go with just over a minute left, 
Bath converted on a scoring pass 
to seal the win. 

Morgan’s 30-points marked 
the team’s second highest scor- 
ing output of the season. But on 
the flip side, it was the fourth 
straight game the Cougar defense 
had allowed 40-plus points. 

Jared Curd and Adam Cooper 
combined for 12 solo tackles and 
six assists to pace the “D.” Kyle 
Havens finished with six solos 
and four assists, while Mitchell 



Harvey added five tackles. 

Offensively, Harvey carried 
the ball nine times for 97 yards — 
which puts the Cougar senior 
over 1,000 yards for the season. 
Harvey also racked up 162 yards 
on kick-off returns. 

Cooper had 12 rushes for 80 
yards. Havens and Holbrook fin- 
ished with 38 and 29 yards, re- 
spectively. Holbrook was respon- 
sible for 16 of his team’s 30 
points. 

Morgan will close the regular 
season by hosting East Carter on 
senior night. Game-time is slated 
for 7:30 with seniors and their 
families to be recognized prior to 
kick-off.

Store open and canned sweet 
potatoes in a covered container 
and refrigerate. Use within five 
to seven days. 

To The Table (Preparation) 

Mashed sweet potatoes may 
be used interchangeably in reci- 
pes calling for cooked pumpkin. 
These may include bread, pies, 
soups, cakes and casseroles, to 
name a few. 

Cinnamon, grated lemon or 
orange rind, raisins, drained 
canned pineapple or nuts may be 
added to cooked sweet potatoes 
for more flavor. 

Sweet potatoes are no longer 
available seasonally, but 
throughout the year to consum- 
ers. This makes them an excel- 
lent by for family mealtime. 
They are generally available lo- 
cally grown in Kentucky. 

Freezing Sweet Potatoes 

Select medium to large sweet 
potatoes that have been cured for 
at least one week. Sort by size 
and wash well. Cook sweet po- 
tatoes until almost tender in wa- 
ter, in steam, in a pressure cooker 
or in the oven. Cool at room tem- 



perature. Peel, cut in halves, slice 
or mash. 

To prevent darkening, dip 
whole sweet potatoes or slices 
for five seconds in a solution of 
1/2 cup lemon juice to 1 quart of 
water. To keep mashed sweet 
potatoes from darkening, mix 2 
tablespoons orange or lemon 
juice with each quart of mashed 
sweet potatoes. 

Pack in freezer containers, 
leaving 1/2 inch headspace, seal, 
label, date and freeze. 

Freezing Baked Sweet 
Potatoes 

Wash, trim and heat potatoes 
in the oven at 350°F without 
peeling until slightly soft. Cool, 
remove peel and wrap individu- 
ally in aluminum foil. Store 
wrapped sweet potatoes in 
freezer bags, label, date and 
freeze. To prepare for serving, 
remove desired number of pota- 
toes from the freezer bag, leave 
in the foil wrap and complete 
baking at 350°F immediately be- 
fore serving.
